2. Meeting held on 26-6-2012 chaired by Chief Secretary to Govt, and proceedings of IDD 

Preamble : 

1. M/s DELOITTE, the consultants engaged by the Infrastructure Development Department (IDD) for assistance to the 
Energy Department has proposed the structure of Public Private Partnership Cell in the Energy Department in the 
Concept Note. The creation of the PPP Cell is a mandate as per the terms of reference set by IDD. 
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2. Meeting held on 26-6-2012 chaired by Chief Secretary to Govt, and proceedings of meeting indicate the need for 
creation of the public private partnership Cell in the Energy Department. 

3. In the changed global project development scenario, which requires an acceleration of infrastructure development, 
Public Private Partnerships (PPPs) are expected to provide optional and new solutions for development of major 
projects in the State. 

4. The power sector projects are increasingly large and complex in nature and require large investments and technology. 
The State Government will be hard pressed to invest in such projects. As an owner of the Public sector undertakings, if 
may extend external support for borrowings by the Utillities due to several constraints. 

5. For the projects developed by the State Utillities, State Govt, support is necessary in the form of infusion of the equity 
for facilitating favourable Debt Equity Ratio. Demonstrating favourable Debt Equity Ratio (DE Ratio) is essential for the 
utilities for enabling the power sector utillites to go for borrowings. The State Government may not be in a position to 
financially support for infusion of equity to facilitate power sector utilities to go in for major projects on its own. Such a 
scenario necessitates opting for PPP model for projects development, private sector bring in capital & technology. 

6. PPP project can succeed only it risk sharing mechanisms are well balanced. Such groundwork requires that any 
projects being conceptualized are closely monitored and sustained across its development lifecycle. This would ensure 
that the contours of the project succeeding multi-fold. 

7. The PPP Cell will become a key instrument in ensuring that all major projects emanating from the department are 
carefully evaluated and appropriate decision can be taken as to whether the project should be undertaken under PPP 
model or otherwise. 

8. In view of the circumstances explained above, it is proposed to create public Private Partnership Cell in the Energy 
Department and hence this order.

2. The PPP Cell shall have the following objectives : 

i. Create a shelf of PPP Projects within the Energy Department. 

ii. Review the projects identified under the PPP Model 

iii. Monitoring and supervising the projects under development. 

iv. Facilitate projects in accessing various government support. 

v. Deliberate on the policy framework for ensuring investments in the state through PPP model. 

3. The PPP Cell would report to the Chairman of the PPP Cell. The PPP Cell is expected to undertake the following 
activities: 

I. Identification, conceptualisation and creation of a shelf of projects for generation, transmission, distribution and 
Renewable energy sectors. 

II. Assistance to the respective utilities in preparing pre feasibility reports for identified projects. 

III. Recommend approval of suitable projects for implementation on PPP route based on analysis. 

IV. Recommend projects to Government of Karnataka and Government of India for grants under Viability Gap 

Funding Scheme. 

V. Assist in preparation and appraisal of Detailed Project Reports. 

VI. Conduct and assist the utilities in managing the bidding process for selection of developers. 

VII. Develop internal evaluation guidelines in consultation with the respective agencies to evaluate and assess 

whether the projects are to be funded by the own budget, State Government or implemented through PPP. 

VIII. Inspect, visit, review and monitor PPP Projects under implementation 

IX. Institute an overall Monitoring and Evaluation framework for the PPP projects and programs in the Enery Sector. 

4. The PPP Cell shall also have the following additional function to discharge in facilitiating projects implementation under 
PPP Model. 

i. Facilitate project placement under appropriate government schemes. The cell would facilitate the placement of 

any project under appropriate government schemes like the Viability Gap Funding (centre or state), Project 
approval by state and centre under PPP mode etc., 
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ii. To enable this facilitation, the members within the cell are identified and made responsible for coordinating on 
various government schemes. 

iii. There may be instances where the success of a project would hinge on a supporting policy framework. The cell 
would deliberate on the necessary policy interventions that are required to ensure that the project proceeds for 
implementation without hurdles and supporting policy environment is developed. 

iv. Nominate officers for exposure visits and training in order to streamline PPPs in the department, it is imperative 
that a host of officers dealing with projects are exposed to the fundamentals of PPP and are also aware of what 
is required for a PPP project to succeed. In order to build capacities of the officers across various line 
departments/boards. The PPP cell would, from time to time, nominate officers for exposure vistis and training on 
PPPs. 

v. In the initial phase of formation, the PPP Cell meets once every two weeks so that progress on existing projects 
can be tracked as well as shelf creation and other activities are taken up on a regular basis. 

vi. The PPP ceil can internally deliberate and fix a schedule of meetings as it deems appropriate. Minutes of the 
Meeting shall be recorded for every meeting and would be circulated to all members of the cell as well as to key 
officers of the department. 

The PPP cell assignment is an additional work in addition to the regular work. The specific work assignment for 
the executive committee members will be done as and when projects are taken up under PPP model.

SUB : Hiring of Programme Co-ordinator for Road Safety and Emergency Healthcare Services Programme-reg. 

Preamble : 

Injuries have emerged as a major public health problem in India with increasing number of vehicles and improving 
infrastructure. As per the recent estimate road traffic accidents have increased at the rate of 8% per annum. Road traffic deaths and 
injuries from many of the southern states like Kerala, Tamil Nadu and Karnataka are much higher than the national averages. 

The State of Karnataka, KHSDRP and the World Bank have agreed to develop road safety capacity in the health sector by 
developing a road safety plan for the health sector, for improving emergency (pre hospital) and trauma care practices to improve 
rehabilitation services, to establish new injury information system, to develop appropriate communication systems, to strengthen the 
telemedicine services and to strengthen the monitoring and evaluation of road safty activities in the health sector. In addition, the 
KHSDRP team needs to work closely with the Road Safety Cell of the State and with the KSHIP team when implementing this 
component. The activities planned includes: 

• A comprehensive literature search to be conducted to indentify the existing knowledge and the sources of data in the 
pilot districts. 

• Assessment of the magnitude of the road traffic injury problem (to provide information on RTIs by place, time, person 
affected along with known risk factors for both deaths and injuries) in the pilot districts identification and analysis of the 
locations of road traffic accidents in the 3 pilot districts with more detailed information on the identified safety corridors. 

• To develop a comprehensive information system in which concerned departments make entries to ensure tracking of 
each road traffic accident victim. 

• Preparing guidelines, minimum standards for PHC, Taluk and District hospitals to manage/transfer RTA victims.

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• Documentation of the current status of pre-hospital and in-hospital facilities regarding emergency health services (ii) 
emergency ambulance services in terms of location, (EMRI amubulance service and other available private services), 
(iii) telemedicine usage (iv) blood bank and storage services. 

• Training all health care personnel of the safety corridor districts in trauma care specifically to improve the quality of 
diagnosis, treatment, timely referral and follow up. 

• Identification/documentation of the status of enforcement and existing barriers for improved enforcement on the two 
safety corridors using quantitative and qualitative analysis. 

• Understanding of the perceptions/knowledge/practices of road users and stake holders with regard to safety on the 
selected safety corridors. 

• Supporting development of targeted communication strategies for implementing road safety in collaboration 
with KSHIP. 

To assist the State Programme Officer in conducting activities as above and to monitor the programme road safety 
programme co-ordinators are proposed to be taken on contract basis. 

An Eol was invited from individuals under CQS procedure of the World Bank for procurement to the post of Programme 
Co-ordinator for Road Safety and Emergency Healthcare Services Programme. The same was published in Vijaya Karnataka and 
Deccan Herald dt. 22-3-2012. In response to this, 23 applications were received for the post. Out of 23 Eols, 6 have been 
disqualified. 17 cadidates were called for the interview on 10-5-2012. 12 candidates have appeared for the interview. 4 candidates 
have been recommended for selection on merit basis for a monthly remuneration of Rs. 25,000-00 per month on contract basis. 

The Secretary, Health and Family Welfare Department and Chairman, Programme Steering Committee has approved the 
proposal on file subject to the ratification by the PSC.
